(d) In building the shed and deck the applicant will not build on top of nor will it
interfere with any easements or rights-of-way including, but not limited to, water,
sewer and electrical easements

~ (¢) Inbuilding the shed and deck the applicant will not create the ponding or
' collection of water or divert the flow of water drainage

(f) With the shed and deck, the house will be similar in size and nature to other
houses in the neighborhood. ,
